The CUrk of the Council, at five 
minutes past ten o'clock, proceeded to 
read the thr«:c memorials transmitted by 
her Majesty to the King, and to the 
King in Council, asserting her legal 
right to participate in the honora of the 
coronation, and praying that neceswrf 
art angements for that purpose shall be 
taken and commuuicatcd to her Ma­ 
jesty.
